The 0., H. & I. east-beu nd v estibu le 
train was p artly wrecked at Palestine 
I ast Su nday afterno o n. A switch o p ened 
u nder the train ae it was ru nning thro u gh 
that v illage at high sp eed. 
The two 
rear cars—the Vandalia chair car and 


t h e Chicago dining car—were sho t o n to 
the siding and dashed into so me freight 
cars standing o n it. Two o f these were 
smashed to p ieces and 
u p set. 
The 
bo ards were strip p ed o f the side o f the 
dining car, while the who le side was 
to rn o ff o f the chair car, and the chairs 
o n that side swep t lo o se and bro ken. 
In this car there were, fo rtu nately , o nly 
fo u r p erso ns—a lady and two gentlemen 
p assengers, and the co ndu cto r. 
Co n­ 
du cto r Bro wn and Chaa. Hirsch, a New 
Yo rk to bacco 
dealer, 
were 
talking 
abo u t a ticket when the crash came, 
and bo th were cau ght in the wreck and 
h u rt—Mr. Hirsch serio u sly . 
The o ther 
gentleman, hearing the crashing o f glass 
and bo ards, threw himself o n to the 
flo o r, and go t o ff with a few scratches. 
The lady , who sat o n the safe side o f the 
car, escap ed inju ry . 
She was a co o l­ 
headed wo man, fo r as so o n as the cars 
sto p p ed, she went to Hirsch s rescu e, 
and was engaged in digging hu n o u t 
when o ther help came. 
The track was 
to rn u p fo r two o r three hu ndred 
y ards. 
The train was delay ed abo u t an ho u r 
and a half by the accident. 
Chaa, Lan 
dis, Jaco b Feu dner and Theo . Jam s 
and family were o n the train, bu t in 
cars which were no t damaged. 


Abo u t 6 o ’cio ck Mo nday ev ening 
Leo ne Lev i, dau ghter o f Jame Lev i; 
Hattie, Bertie and Emma Alex ander, 
children o f Lewis Alex ander, and a little 
girl named Du rham, were cro ssing the 
C., H. & I. bridge o v er Flatro ck, to ward 
to wn. 
They are all little fo lks, their 
ages ru nning fro m abo u t 13 y ears do wn 
to fo u r o r fiv e, and all liv e in No rth 
eastern Ru shv ille. 
When p art o f the 
way o v er, they were thro wn into great 
fright by the ap p ro ach o f the p assenger 
train, which they co u ld see swiftly de­ 
scending the lo ng grade fro m the east. 
They hu rried fo rward, bu t seeing that 
they were bo u nd to be cau ght, the little 
Lev i girl, with a co u rage and p resence 
o f mind bey o nd her y ears, cau ght and 
dro p p ed three o f the small children 
fro m the side o f the bridge—Bo rne into 
the water and so me u p o n the sand. She 
tu rned to the fo u rth, bu t by this time 
the engine was u p o n them, and bo th 
fell o r were kno cked into the riv er. The 
men o n the engine had seen the chil­ 
dren, and its sp eed was nearly checkec 
when it go t o n to the bridge. Eo gineer 
West, Fireman Clark, and Co ndu cto r 
Clemmo ns, with a hu manity which do es 
them credit, p ro mp tly 
went in after the 
children. 
Clark is said to hav e ju mp ed 
fro m the cab right o v er the side o f the 
bridge into the riv er. 
All the children 
were carried to the train, and bro u ght 
to to wn. Leo ne Lev i had her right arm 
bro ken, and Hattie Alex ander’s co llar­ 
bo ne was bro ken. 
The o thers were no t 
hu rt. 
It was a clo se shav e.

How Farmers are Cared For. 


rAmerican Protective Tariff League.] 
Au interesting aspect of the tariff con­ 
troversy is the effect of Protection upon 
the fanner and agricultural workman 
who have all along been the objects of 
especial solicitude with free trade attor­ 
ney s, from Mongredien of the Cobden 
Club to the little captain of “ reform ” 
in the obscure town meeting. 
Farmers 
are urged to believe that their interests 
were purposely ignored in the prepara­ 
tion of our tariff laws, while in fact 
agricalture has been neither overlooked 
nor discriminated against. 
Quite 
as 
many products of the farm ara enumer­ 
ated in the tariff schedules as of any 
other single industry , 
All the cereals, 
vegetables, meats, wool, products of the 
dairy and orchard are defended by duties 
ranging from ten to fifty per cent, of 
their value. 
And the “ reformer ” who 
argues through all the other schedules 
that the price of the domestic product 
is materially enhanced by a tariff on 
competing foreign products, duly stulti­ 
fies himself in contending that the farm­ 
er gets no benefit from the tariff of 20 
cents a bushel on foreign grown wheat, 
and half as much on oats and barley 
raised across the Canadian border and 
sold in the United States. 
The 20 per 
cent, tarifl collected on an importation 
of $4,000,000 value of live animals in the 
last fiscaly ear was to that extent as com­ 
plete a protection as the tariff on silks 
or any other product of foreign manu­ 
facture. 
Further proof that the farmer has not 
been discriminated against in national 
legislation is to be found in our home­ 
stead law. 
Under this law any citizen 
who will occupy and improve the land 
is given a tract of 80 to 160 acres, ac­ 
cording to location, upon the mere pay ­ 
ment of fees for survey and record of 
patent. 
No equally liberal treatment 
has been accorded to any other industry . 
And it may be well to remember that 
this policy of giving homes to farmers 
found vigorous opponents among the 
same class of philanthropists who are 
now working for the untaxed admission 
of farm 
products 
raised 
in foreign 
countries. 
It is quite safe to class all tariff reform 
wailiugs over alleged unjust discrimin­ 
ation against the farmer with the equally 
hollow pretense that the house building 
trades command relatively higher wages 


b e c a u s e they are not enumerated in the 
tariff schedules.

MURDER 
MYSTERY CLEARED, 


D y in g W om a n C onfess« *, I m p lic a tin g Her 
S ons in th e M u rd er o f T h e ir F a th e r . 
M a r t i n s v i l l e . Ind.. May 13.—On the 
night of J an. 29 .1879 . J oseph W. Brown, 
a prominent farmer, living in Green 
township, this county , was murdered in 
his bed room. 
The crime coming so 
close upon the finding of the mutilated 
remains of J ohn Ratcliff only a short 
distance from the tragedy , caused in - 
tense excitement. 
The grand jury of Morgan county be­ 
ing in session at that time, an investiga­ 
tion resulted in fastening the crime upon 
Mrs. Lou Parrott. Buck Brown. a son 
and daughter of the murdered man, and 
J oseph Greer, a son-in-law. 
The sup­ 
posed guilty parties were arrested and 
placed on trial. The jury try ing the case 
failed to agree upon a verdict. 
The defendants then demanded a sep­ 
arate trial, and the case was venued to 
Hendricks county . 
There Buck Brown 
was found guilty of manslaughter and 
sentenced to two y ears in the state’s 
prison. 
Mrs. Parrott and J oseph Greer 
took their case to Owen county , and a 
trial resulted in their acquittal. 
The feeling against the parties was so 
intense that they , with the widow of the 
murdered man, sold their possessions 
and moved away to distant parts of the 
country . 
The widow moved to Howard 
county near Kokomo, where she resided 
up to the time of her death, a few day s 
ago. 
Since the death of Mrs. Brown, a 
daughter who was present at her dy ing 
bed, has stated to several different per­ 
sons that her mother had confessed to 
the murder of her husband, and impli­ 
cated her boy s, J im and Buck. 
She 
also states that her mother told her that 
the weapon used was a monkey -wrench. 
After her husband had dropped off to 
sleep she crept from his side, gathered 
up her weapon and struck the husband 
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in the temple, stunning him. 
He soon 
rallied, and leaping from the bed jerked 
the rench from her grasp and struck her 
a glancing lick on the right side of the 
face. 
At this juncture she states that the 
two boy s rushed in and killed their 
father. 
Thus has been cleared up a deep 
my stery , and verifies the statements of 
many persons at the time of the murder 
that Mrs. Brown knew more of the 
crime than she had testified to.

fhce ba ptism took pla ce on Dec. 6. 


a nd 
tra veling compa nions of Mr. 
Houston a nd of Dr. Ta lma ge’s pa rty, 
with their dra goma n, muleteers a nd 
a n Ara b sheik, who ha d been reta ined 
to protect the tra velers on their jour­ 
ney. 
Such preca utions a re necessa ry 
now in the neighborhood of J ericho, a s 
they were in the Sa viour’s time, when 
“ a certa in ma n going to J ericho fell 
a mong thieves.” 
The journey commenced a t J ericho. 
This is the third of the cities which 
ha ve borne tiia t na me, a nd wa s the 
city of our Lord's time. 
From this pla ce, so rich in sa cred 
historica l a ssocia tions, Dr. Ta lma ge 
a nd his pa rty set out, mounted on 
horses, in a southea sterly direction for 
the north of the Dea d sea a nd the 
River J orda n. 
About ha lf a n hour’s 
ride brought them to Rilia , or the mod­ 
em J ericho, a collection of houses 
built in modern style, a nd boa sting a 
hotel of some pretensions, whose chief 
support conies from foreign visitors to 
the Holy La nd. 
As they pa ssed the 
hotel three tra velers emerged from it 
whose dress a nd ma nner suggested 
their being fellow countrymen. 
The 
suspicion wa s confirmed when their 
lea a er greeted Dr. Ta lma ge in Eng­ 
lish. 
It a ppea red tha t he wa s a Bostonia n, 
a nd he ex pressed the plea sure it would 
a fford him a nd his compa nions, a s 
they a lso were going to the Dea d sea 
id 
a nd the J orda n, to ma ke the trip in 
compa ny with the prea cher’s pa rty. 
The Bostonia n fra nkly sa id tha t he 
ha d been concerned in the publica tion 
of a hostile criticism on Dr. Ta l ma ge’s 
sermons, but he trusted tha t would not 
prevent their good fellowship on such 
a n ex cursion. 
In this view Dr. Ta l- 
ma ge good humoredly concurred, a nd 
the two pa rties rode on together in 
compa ny.

About a n hour’s ride brought the 
pa rty to the shores of the Dea d sea , 
a bout which so ma ny stra nge stories 
ha ve been rela ted by tra velers. 
The I^iver J orda n, to the Christia n 
the most interesting strea m in the 
whole world, wa s not fa r a wa y, a nd 
the tra velers, a fter spending ha lf a n 
hour on the shores of the Dea d sea , re­ 
mounted their horses a nd rode thither­ 
wa rd.

ding Up th e Figures. 
The fa cts in rela tion to popula tion 
'a nd vita l sta tistics, upon rea ching the 
census burea u, a re a ll counted by elec­ 
tricity, which does the work a lmost 
without a ssista nce. 
It is estima ted 
tha t in the compiling of ta bles the ma ­ 
chine employed sa ves three fourths of 
wha t w o u ld otherwise be the la bor in­ 
volved a nd three-fourths of the time. 
To begin with, there is a little pencil 
of steel on the end of a meta l a rm a 
foot or so long, w hich is so a rra nged 
tha t you ca n push the pencil in a ny 
direction a bove a celluloid pla te tha t 
is full of sma ll round holes, just big 
enough to a llow the pencil to be thrust 
into them. 
Ea ch of the holes ha s a letter or fig­ 
ure close by it to distinguish it from 
the others. 
Now the opera tor inserts 
a ma nilla pa per ca rd in a bidder just 
ba ck of the mova ble a rm , a nd, ta king 
in his left ha nd one of the origina l 
enumera tor’s schedules, holds the steel 
pencil In his right ha nd a nd proceeds 
to business. 
The na me of the person on the 
schedule is Peter Fish, but tha t is not 
wrorth counting, for Mr. Fish is hence­ 
forth to be rega rded from the sta tisti­ 
ca l point of view merely a s a unit. He 
lived in Wa rd 1, a nd a ccordingly th* 
opera tor ja bs the steel pencil down 
into a little hole ma rked **1” in one of 
the divisions of the celluloid pla te. A1 
so he w a s w hite—a nother hole punch 
ed—ma le—a nother hole—56 yea rs of 
a ge a nother hole—born in Germa ny 
a nother hole—his fa ther likewise— 
a nother hole—his mother ditto—a n­ 
other hole- his occupa tion wa s tha t of 
a la borer a nother hole a nd he died 
in J a nua ry- a nother hole of ma la r­ 
ia l fever- a nother hole. 
Tha t is a ll 
there is a bout Fish; so the ca rd previ­ 
ously inserted is removed from the 
holder, a nd it is found to be punched 
with a number of round holes in dif­ 
ferent pla ces. 
From tha t ca rd, with 
nothing on it or in it but the sa id 
holes, a pra cticed ha nd ca n rea d a bout 
Mr. Fish a nd his history a s ea sily a s 
from the origina l schedule; fertile po 
sition of the holes gives tho mea ning 
to be conveyed. 
But the significa tion 
of ea ch hole does not ha ve to be rea d 
by huma n intelligence. 
Electricity 
does tha t, a nd counts the fa cts record­ 
ed by the holes a s well. 
The punched ca rd is la id in the hot 
tom of a tra y which ha s holes in it 
corresponding to those in the celluloid 
pla te. 
These holes a re tilled nea rly 
full with mercury. 
Above the tra y is 
a horizonta l meta l pla te, which moves 
up a nd down a s directed. 
The meta l 
pla te ha s a tta ched to its lower side lit­ 
tle meta l plungers corresponding in 
number a nd position with the holes in 
the tra y benea th. 
When the meta l 
pla te is lowered, the plungers go into 
the mercury filled holes a nd the cir 
euit is complete, the contriva nce ha v­ 
ing a n electric ba ttery connected with 
it, with a sepa ra te connection for ea ch 
hole. 
But suppose a ca rd is pla ced in the 
tra y, with a dozen holes in it here a nd 
there, fitting ex a ctly over the holes to 
which they correspond in the tra y, it 
is a ppa rent tha t a ll the plungers will 
be stopjied by the ca rd, sa ve those who 
linci the holes, thus completing only 
the corresponding circuits. 
Ea ch of 
tho circuits thus completed connects 
with a sort of electric clock —a sma ll 
a ffa ir—which counts numbers on its 
dia l instea d of hours a nd minutes. 
The chicks communica ted with give 
one tick forwa rd a piece, thus noting 
the fa ct tha t one more ma n, sa y, wa s a 
la borer, born in Germa ny, died in J a n­ 
ua ry, etc. 
li Mr. Fish’s history ha d been dif­ 
ferent other holes would ha ve been 
origina lly punched in the ca rd, other 
clocks would ha ve ticked, a nd the 
sums 
fina l ly recorded 
from 
the 
clocks, which ca nnot ma ke mista kes, 
would ha ve been slightly a ltered. In­ 
a smuch a s ea ch of the possible 300 
holes ha s its counting clock a tta ched 
w hen the meta l pla te comes down on 
the ca rd, nothing ca n be missed. One 
clock will count 9 ,9 9 9 before it ha s to 
be sta rted over a ga in. 
Tlie sums re- 
cordcd by the clock a re ta ken down on 
pa per slips a nd from them tra nsferred 
to the ta bles for publica tion. 
Such is 
the electric method of counting a cen­ 
itene Ba cile in Sa va nna h News.

down to a profit of only a bout 50 cents 
a box . A ba d yea r would w ipe out two 
yea rs’ profits. 
But the business wa s 
growing. There were in Florida a bout 
10.000 growers. 
The ca pita l invested 
wa s from $60,000,000 to $7 5,000,000. 
Three yea rs a go there were produced

W e h a i already jo u rn ey ed sev en day s 
fro m Cap eto wn , p assin g thro u gh the 
p retty v illages o f Paarl an d Ceres, w ith 
the v in ey ards an d maize fields, an d had 
n o w reached the edge o f the desert kn o wn 
as the Karro o . 
The site is m arked o n 
the map o f So u th Africa as b egin n in g 
b ey o n d the ran ge o f the great Zwarte 
(Black mo u n tain s). 
The en tran ce to the Karro o is thro u gh 
a small go rge ab o u t a q u arter o f a mile 
lo n g an d tw en ty y ards wide, with ab ru p t 
walls o f sto n e o n either side, which seems 
to in dicate that at so me fo rm er p erio d a 
stream o f w ater had p assed o u t thro u gh 
this go rge fro m a lake wrho se b ed is n o w 
an arid desert. 
The distan ce acro ss the 
desert to the p o in t we wished to reach 
was 100 miles, which we wished to ac­ 
co mp lish in three day s. 
It was n eces­ 
sary to b e carefu l o f o u r ho rses, kn o w­ 
in g there was n o w ater o n the jo u rn ey 
fo r them. 
We ho p ed to do fo rty miles 
the first day , an d thirty miles each day 
o f the two fo llo win g. 
W e en tered the 
Karro o Po o rt (Karro o Gate) at su n rise, 
an d set o u t o n o u r hazardo u s jo u rn ey . 
I sho u ld state th at we had sto p p ed o v er 
n ight at a last farm ho u se n ear the Po o rt, 
to giv e o u r ho rses rest an d a go o d feed, 
an d to su p p ly o u rselv es w ith fo rage fo r 
them an d w ater fo r o u rselv es, fillin g 
ev ery av ailab le v essel with the p recio u s 
flu id. 
Ou r co n v ey an ce was a light 
tho u gh stro n gly b u ilt cap e cart, o n o c­ 
casio n co v ered w ith a can v as ho o d to 
p ro tect u s fro m the su n ’s ray s, an d there 
were fo u r o f u s. 
No o n e can set o u t 
u p o n a desert jo u rn ey w itho u t min gled 
emo tio n s o f ho p e an d fear, there are so 
man y co n tin gen cies ly in g alo n g tho se 
weary ro ads, an d ro ads ren dered mo re 
deso late b y the b leachin g b o n es o f dead 
an im als—fo r o ften the willin g b easts, 
the ho rses an d o x en , fall with fatigu e, 
an d see w ith dy in g gaze the keen ey ed 
v u ltu res swo o p in g fro m afar. 
As we en tered the desert it sp read b e­ 
fo re u s o n ev ery side like a b o u n dless 
b ro wrn sea, silen t, so litary an d v ast. 
As 
the su n ro se in to the sky the w arm th b e­ 
came in ten se, an d when b y midday we 
halted wre co u ld see the heat risin g fro m 
the sco rched p lain s in the wav y co lu mn s 
like go lden flames. 
There is n o greater 
allev iato r o f thrist than co ld tea, an d n o 
safer stim u lan t in a to rrid lan d. 
W hile 
the ho rses were b ein g u n harn essed an d 
fed Meado w's an d I p rep ared o u r midday 
meal. 
In three ho u rs we b ro ke u p camp , 
an d wen t o n again u n til the day w as 
n early do n e—a day that had p assed fairly 
well. 
There was n either tree n o r m o u n tain 
in sight; n o thin g to b reak the lev el mo ­ 
n o to n y th at stretched as far as the ey e 
co u ld see. 
W e en camp ed fo r the n ight 
in the m idst o f this swellin g lo n elin ess, 
an d then p erhap s fo r the first time b egan 
to feel its p o wer. W e sp en t the last ho u r 
b efo re su n do wn in cu ttin g an d gatherin g 
a q u an tity o f b ru shwo o d (Karro o shru b , 
the o n ly thin g th at gro ws u p o n these 
p lain s) to feed a n ecessary fire to p ro tect 
u s fro m the wo lv es an d jackals which 
sco u r the desert in p acks. 
A fter su p p er we p u t away o u r tin 
dishes, rep len ished o u r b ig fire, wrap p ed 
o u rselv es in o u r ru gs, an d lay do w n with 
o u r weap o n s b y o u r sides an d o u r feet to 
the fire. 
Ado lp h an d W ilhelm Mo ritz, hap p y 
Du tchmen , were so o n asleep ; Meado ws 
an d I lay chattin g fo r so me time, then 
relap sed in to q u ietn ess, the deep an d 
stran ge silen ce that su rro u n ded u s b ro ­ 
ken o n ly b y the stir o f the ho rses tied to 
the wago n p o le. 
The sin gu lar sen satio n 
o f ly in g in this n o iseless desert dro v e 
sleep fro m my ey es, an d I lay aw ake a 
lo n g tim e after Geo rge Meado ws had 
fallen asleep . 
Su dden ly there came in to 
the dead silen ce a lo n g, sharp , p iercir 
cry , an swered b y an o ther in the o p p o site 
directio n , eq u ally distan t; these were 
the cries o f jackals. 
Then came the b ark o f a wo lf, an swered 
b y a cho ru s, an d Meado ws su dden ly ro .se 
in to a sittin g p o sitio n . 
“ The b ru tes are 
co min g!” he ex claimed. In stan tly a hu n ­ 
dred thro ats seemed to b e b ay in g in to 
the darkn ess, draw in g n earer an d n earer, 
u n til we co u ld see, su rro u n din g u s like a 
circle o f fire, the scin tillatio n o f red ey es. 
The scene, w as n o w b eco me o n e o f start­ 
lin g reality —all ab o u t u s the den se dark­ 
n ess, lighted o n ly , an d in a m an n er made 
mo re p ercep tib le, b y the ray s o f the 
glo win g b ru shwo o d emb ers; in all direc­ 
tio n s ab o u t u s the glare o f shin in g ey es, 
an d n o w the b ru tes came so n ear that we 
co u ld hear the an gry sn arls an d the 
sn ap p in g o f their jaws. 
Geo rge Meado ws ro se an d threw fresh 
fu el o n the fire; the flame th at crackled 
an d flashed u p b ro u ght in to v iew the 
shaggy fo rm s o f the gray wo lv es, the 
strip ed hy en as, b ehin d them , again , the 
jackals; an d the ho rses, realizin g that 
their deadly en emies were clo se at han d, 
gav e lo w whin n ies, as tho u gh callin g 
u p o n u s fo r p ro tectio n . 
The Mo ritz 
b ro thers were u p , an d, to gether with 
o u rselv es, o p en ed fire u p o n the an im als, 
sho o tin g at the shiftin g masses where 
they seemed thickest, an swered b y ho wls 
an d cries o f rage as o u r b u llets to re their 
way in to the restless gro u p s. 
Fo r an 
ho u r o r mo re the an im als sku lked aro u n d; 
b u t, as we kep t o u r b ru shwo o d fire in 
go o d co n ditio n , they fin ally gav e u p 
what we feared was a p rem editated at­ 
tack, an d sto le away . 
An d then we 
rested an d kn ew n o mo re till the chilly 
dawn awo ke u s, when a fresh m isfo rtu n e 
awaited u s. 
In the co n fu sio n o f the n ight b efo re a 
wo o den can teen , filled w ith water, had 
b een kicked o v er, the b u n g started an d 
mu ch o f the co n ten ts lo st. 
W hile the 
ho rses were b ein g fed an d “ in sp an n ed,” 
Meado ws made co ff?e, an d then , greatly 
refreshed, we set o u t b efo re the su n was 
u p , jo u rn ey in g still deep er in to the des­ 
ert. Ou r driv e was a dreary p u ll, On ce 
we p assed clo se to v here a flo ck o f v u l­ 
tu res were feedin g o n the carcass o f 
so me an im al that had wan dered o il the 
ro ad to die. 
Ou r track was lin ed with 
whiten ed b o n es. 
A fter we had halted 
fo r an ho u r’s rest an d a hu rried b reak­ 
fast, we wen t o n again , an d sho u ld hav e 
b een in go o d sp irits en o u gh had n o t 
o u r ho rses, in u red as they were, l>egu n 
to sho w u n m istakab le sign s o f the fatigu e 
that fo llo ws a lack o f water. 
W e o u rselv es had n o t to o m u ch to sat-

isfy the n eeds o f fo u r men , an d we de­ 
term in ed to p u t o u rselv es o n sho rt al­ 
lo wan ce sin ce the mishap o f the n ight 
b efo re. 
A fter the midday “ o u tsp an ’ 
o u r late aftern o o n jo u rn ey was en liv en ed 
b y a sin gu lar disp lay o f thiev in g b o ld 
n ess. 
We were slo wly “ trekkin g” alo n g 
the two driv ers o f o u r fo u r in han d team 
seated o n the fro n t seat, Meado ws an d 1 
o n the seat b ehin d half asleep , the cu r­ 
tain at the en d o f the wago n ro lled u p a 
few in ches to p erm it a drau ght to p ass 
thro u gh, when all at o n ce we heard a 
scu fflin g kin d o f sp rin g an d scratchin g 
at the tailb o ard, an d lo o kin g ro u n d we 
cau ght the glimp se o f the n o se o f a jack­ 
al as it disap p eared fro m sight. 
The rea­ 
so n was o b v io u s. 
Lashed again st the 
b ack o f the w ago n o u tside was a sack o f 
dried salt fish, the o do r o f which had a t­ 
tracted the sharp scen ted thiev es, an d 
which the b ru tes were en deav o rin g to 
steal, an d fin ally su cceeded in do in g so 
b y b itin g o ff the lashin gs. 
Mo ritz wo u ld n o t sto p the ho rses, b u t 
whip p ed them u p afresh, say in g: “ Let 
them hav e it.” 
Geo rge an d I, ho wev er, 
u sed o u r rev o lv ers, leav in g man y o f them 
dead in the ro ad b ehin d; b u t, hav in g se­ 
cu red the fish, they seemed satisfied, as 
we co u ld see them in the distan ce fightin g 
an d tearin g at each o ther o v er the b o o ty . 
Night came an d all was q u iet when we 
o u tsp an n ed at the clo se o f the day , o u r 
b ed again st the ho t san ds an d o u r co v er­ 
in g the dim v au lt ab o v e, stu dded with 
stars that lo o ked like p o in ts o f b u rn ished 
silv er stretchin g far away . 
Ou r third an d last day ’s jo u rn ey was a 
mo st try in g o n e, du rin g which we fu lly 
realized w hat desert trav elin g may b e­ 
co me. 
We had ex hau sted o u r last dro p 
o f w ater the n ight b efo re, an d we awo ke 
with a thirst that seemed then u n b ear­ 
ab le; b u t b efo re the day was o v er we 
learn ed that o u r m o rn in g thirst was b u t 
a triflin g affair. 
Ev ery thin g was in ten ­ 
sified o n that day ; the su n seemed fiercer, 
the heat greater, the desert drier an d the 
sky mo re defian t; in fact, we seemed to 
b e jo u rn ey in g deep er an d deep er in to a 
fu rn ace who se fires fo rb ade a fu rther 
ap p ro ach, an d when we halted fo r the 
n o o n day rest b o th man an d b east were 
u tterly ex hau sted. 
No o n e who has n o t cro ssed a desert 
can p o ssib ly im agin e the fearfu l co n di­ 
tio n to which a w an t o f w ater redu ces 
him; the fo o d is swallo wed with diffi­ 
cu lty , an d the sy stem is fain t w ith fev er, 
while the kno w ledge o f its ab sen ce do es 
b u t heighten the crav in g o f the b o dy fo r 
its co o l refreshm en t. 
A fter o u r rest we 
set o u t again , an d the tim e slip p ed b y in 
silen ce. 
Later, lo o kin g u p . I saw so me­ 
thin g, an d tu rn ed an d said to Meado ws: 
“ Than k Go d! there is w ater ahead. 
Sec, there is a lake a few miles o ff.” 
“ A lake!” ex claim ed Mo ritz. 
“ Do n ’t 
y o u kn o w w hat that is?” 
“ W hat is it, if n o t a lake?” deman ded 
Meado ws. 
“ A m irage—an d n o thin g else,” said 
the elder Mo ritz. 
“ A m irage!” I cried. “ W hy . I can see 
the w ater; there are the reflectio n s o f 
the trees an d deer drin kin g.” 
“ Yo u ’ll see w hat’ll b eco me o f y o u r 
lake, m y n heer, an d y o u r trees an d y o u r 
deer, as we go ,” he rep lied with a sho rt 
lau gh. 
“ No ! y o u ’ll see n o w ater till 
we’re o u t o f the K arro o an d at Verb eck’s 
farm .” 
Far away o v erhead in the b razen sky 
was a sin gle v u ltu re th at made o n e dizzy 
to lo o k at. 
An ho u r later the stu m b lin g 
ho rses su dden ly p ricked u p their ears, 
an d the leaders n eighed. 
“ There is w ater,” said Mo ritz, in an 
u n derto n e o f su rp rise. 
“ Yo u may de­ 
ceiv e a m an , b u t y o u can ’t deceiv e a 
ho rse.” 
Tru e en o u gh, in a sho rt tim e we came 
u p to a n early dried p o o l o f filthy w ater, 
little mo re than m u d, as thick as p o r­ 
ridge an d as b ro wn as cho co late, to wards 
which the ho rses ru shed with n ew en ­ 
ergy . 
It was a cru el act, b u t we p u lled 
u p su dden ly , an d Ado lp h an d his b ro ther 
leap ed to the gro u n d an d held them b ack 
while Meado ws an d I ran fo rw ard an d 
sco o p ed u p the liq u id an d strain ed it 
thro u gh a han dkerchief u n til we had co l­ 
lected a large kettlefu l. 
Then we o u t- 
sp an n ed an d let the ho rses go , an d sto o d 
an d watched them as they eagerly licked 
u p the mu ddy co mp o u n d. 
On e may ask 
ho w it was this little p o o l sho u ld b e in 
the ro ad tracks o f the desert, where, 
as far as 
we 
kn ew, 
n o 
rain had 
fallen . 
I can n o t 
tell; I o n ly kn o w 
that it was there an d that it sav ed 
o u r liv es. 
A fire was made, an d the 
kettle set o n it; we kn ew w’e had the 
w ater an d co u ld wait. 
It was b o iled, 
to free it fro m im p u rities an d germ s it 
m ight co n tain , an d then , when p ro p erly 
heated, we again strain ed it thro u gh a 
han dkerchief, afterw ard p o u rin g it all 
in to a p o ro u s p itcher we had with u s, 
an d, in casin g that again with a strip o f 
wet flan n el, we p laced the p itcher in the 
su n , where the ev ap o ratio n o f the steam ­ 
in g flan n el co o led the w ater in side to a 
delicio u s freshn ess, tho u gh it co u ld n o t 
imp ro v e the flav o r. 
W e dran k a large cu p fu l each—it was 
the co lo r o f p o lished m aho gan y —an d p u t 
the rest in to the wago n , slakin g o u r thirst 
as we dro v e o n . 
Ju st l>efo re the su n set, 
a glo b e o f crimso n fire in an emp ty , 
q u iv erin g sky , we saw b efo re u s, to u ched 
with his last b eams, a distan t frin ge o f 
trees, an d we kn ew we were n earin g o u r 
jo u rn ey ’s en d, fo r Ver b eck’s farm lay b e­ 
hin d that distan t fo liage. 
Ou r last meal 
w as eaten o n the desert, o u r hist rest 
taken till the mo o n was u p , an d then o n 
again we “ trekked” thro u gh a silen t 
wo rld. 
At m idn ight o f that same day we 
walked o u r weary ho rses u p to the farm 
gate, an d were met b y the ho sp ital farm er 
Ver b eck au d his family , heralded b y the 
tro o p o f do gs that are in v ariab ly to b e 
fo u n d han gin g al>o u t the Du tch farm 
ho u ses. 
Ou r jo u rn ey acro ss the Karro o 
wTas acco mp lished an d we had reached 
the farm o f u io o ifo n tein (b eau tifu l wa- 
I ter). 
Behin d the white wailed ho u se 
I an d shaded trees ran a small riv er to 
which we led the ho rses b efo re takin g 
them to the b arn ; an d later, o v er an im­ 
p ro m p tu su p p er, we to ld Verb eck the 
latest n ews fro m the civ ilized wo rld, 
an d slep t that n ight with a gratefu l sen se 
o f p erils o v erco me, far in to the m o rn in g 
light o f the fo llo win g day .—Illu strated 
Lo n do n News.

Ho lzhay co n clu ded that he did n o t 
wan t to die ju st then , an d shielded 
himself with Palliser’s b o dy . 
Fin ally 
the latter b ro ke away an d escap ed. 
Ho lzhay then seized a fello w co n v ict 
n amed Meserv ey , the p riso n tailo r, 
an d rep eated the same talc tics. 
Meser­ 
v ey has b een a v ery faithfu l an d hard 
wo rkin g fello w, an d W arden To mp ­ 
kin s did n o t wish to sacrifice his life 
b y ru shin g in an d seizin g the p ro b ab ly 
in san e Ho lzhay . 
After a while Ho lzhay sat do wn o n 
a b o x in his cell, still keep in g Meser­ 
v ey b etween him an d the warden ’s 
rifle. 
Fo r two ho u rs W arden To mp ­ 
kin s tried to reaso n with the desp erado , 
o r get a chan ce to disarm him. 
Ho lz­ 
hay was cu n n in g an d go t in to a p o si­ 
tio n where he co u ld n o t b e co mman ded 
fro m the o u tside win do ws. 
Fin ally his atten tio n was distracted 
fo r an in stan t b y a keep er talkin g to a 
co n v ict o n the o p p o site side o f the cell 
b lo ck. 
His lian a grasp in g the kn ife 
was ly in g o n his kn ee. W arden To mp ­ 
kin s seized the o p p o rtu n ity an d o lan t- 
ed a b u llet directly in thro u gh the 
kn u ckles o f his han d. 
Meserv ey jerked away , an d Ho lzhay 
ex claimed, “ W ell, y o u hav e do n e it, 1 
ro se an d walked to ward his cell, the 
b lo o d streamin g fro m his shattered 
han d.—Ex chan ge.

W here it sto o d defy in g the 
win d an d rain at n ightfall a few day s 
ago , is n o w o n ly a riv en an d ragged 
stu mp three o r fo u r feet high.

W a s h in g to n , May 1 3 .—The discipline 
and o rganizatio n o f the ho use under the 
new rules is such that a very clo se guess 
co uld be made o f the day o f adjo urn­ 
ment if that were the o nly Natio nal leg­ 
islative bo dy. The senate, ho wever, is 
no t subject to co ntro l with its unlimited 
debate feature, and predictio ns fixing 
the clo sing day o f the present sessio n 
are, therefo re, witho ut any certainty o f 
fulfillment.

THE 
CENSUS TAKERS 


Must R eceiv e No Co m pensatio n Ex cept 
Fro m the Go v ernment. 
W ash in g t o n , May 1 3 .—Superintend­ 
ent Po rter has sent the fo llo wing impo rt­ 
ant o rder to all superviso rs o f census: 
“It has been bro ught to the attentio n 
o f the superintendent o f census that the 
co uncils and bo ards o f trade o f certain 
cities have appro priated sums o f mo ney 
to aid their census superviso rs in the 
enumeratio n o f the po pulatio n. While 
it may be urged by so me that such a 
pro ceeding is legitimate, and merely in­ 
tended to help tne go vernment to o btain 
a fair and full enumeratio n, I am co m­ 
pelled to lo o k upo n it as an almo st ir­ 
resistible temptatio n to fraud, and as 
Co nsequently 
endangering an ho nest 
co unt o f the peo ple. 
“If to lerated by this o ffice it will have 
a tendency to bring the who le census 
into disrepute. Yo u are, therefo re, po si­ 
tively instructed no t to receive any such 
co mpensatio n yo urself, no r co untenance 
fo r o ne instant the payment o f any sum 
o f mo ney whatever by municipalities, 
co rpo ratio ns, asso ciatio ns o r perso ns to 
enumerato rs. Any superviso r o f census 
who is no t co ntent with the remunera­ 
tio n allo wed by law (which is do uble 
the amo unt paid in 1880) sho uld at o nce 
resign. 
The elev^nfch census must and 
shall be abo ve suspicio n. 
“To to lerate any actio n o n the part o f 
municipalities, asso ciatio ns, 
o rganiza­ 
tio ns o r individuals, no matter ho w 
po werful thev may be. which has fo r its 
purpo se the debauching, o r which wo qld 
even thro w the slightest taint upo n the 
truthfulness o f the returns, wo uld, in 
xnv o piqio n, be no thing sho rt o f a qrime 
Stfainst the 
o f tue United States. 
Tnis who le matter, to gether with the 
facts in the po ssessio n o f this o ffice, has 
been laid befo re the ho no rable secretary 
o f the interio r, and the actio n o f the 
superintendent o f 
census in placing 
every legitimate o bstacle at his co m­ 
mand in the way o f distributio n o f lo cal 
funds fo r this purpo se meets with the 
secretary's appro val.”

New York, May 9.—The sto ry to the 
effect that Dr. Jo hn M. Do uglass, no w 
stricken with paralysis in the Presbyte­ 
rian ho spital, was abo ut to bring suit 
against the Grants fo r his fees, has been 
indignantly replied to by Mrs. Grant, 
who says: 
“The sto ries aflo at are insulting and 
o utrageo us, and no t fo unded o n fact. 
All and mo re has been do ne fo r Dr. 
Do uglass than his case called fo r. He 
was first paid $7,000 as a fee, and later 
the general directed me to pay him 
,000 mo re, being $12,000 in all. I have 
twice since assisted the do cto r’s wife. I 
lember the do cto r’s strange reply, 
he general's death, when I asked 
f^r his bill, ‘I will wait until Dr. Shrady 
e# nds in his bill.’ 
“It is no t true that Dr. Do uglass sac­ 
rificed his practice by co nstant attend- 
o n the general, as he went to his 
Ice every day and co ntinued his prac­ 
tice. The general went to Mt. McGrego r 
rather than to Lo ng Branch, to please 
Dr. Do uglass, who wanted to be in 
reach o f his New Yo rk practice, and at 
Mt. McGrego r we to o k care o f the do c­ 
to r's family. We mo re than canceled 
o ur o bligatio ns to the do cto r, and the 
fact is that Dr. Do uglass did the general 
no g o o d, 
o nly he lo o ked wise,” co ncluded 
Mrs. Grant.

EVIDENCE OF MURDER. 


Parts o f a H um an Bo dy Fo und in a Creek 
Near Indianapo lis. 
In d ia n a p o lis, May 1 2 .—This city is 
v ery much excited o ver evidences a ho r­ 
rible crime which was disco vered Sunday 
afterno o n in the bed o f Eagle creek, two 
miles west o f this city, and it is no t im­ 
pro bable that the victim may pro ve to 
be Abram Clines, the real estate dealer, 
who disappeared so mysterio usly abo ut 
ten days ago . 
Late Sunday afterno o n Samuel Hensly 
and so me co mpanio ns were walking 
alo ng the bank o f Eagle creek, when 
their attentio n was attracted by a large 
number o f fish which appeared to be 
feeding upo n a mass o f flesh, which lay 
partly buried in the sand. They waded 
o ut into the water, and upo n clo ser ex­ 
aminatio n fo und that the fish were feed­ 
ing upo n the fleshy part o f a human 
face, nearlv all o f which had been eaten 
o ff. 
An attempt to pull the head fro m the 
water revealed the fact that small stakes 
had been driven into the sand and 
aro und it wires had been stretched 
acro ss the face and fastened to the stakes 
in such a manner as to ho ld it do wn. 
After co nsiderable effo rt the head was 
relieved o f the wires and it was taken to 
the bank. It had been separated fro m 
the bo dy near the sho ulders and was al­ 
mo st entirely devo id o f flesh. Eno ugh 
remained, ho wever, to sho w that the 
head had been in the water but a sho rt 
time, as the flesh had no t beco me putrid 
and threw o ff but little o do r after being 
expo sed to the air. 
Returning to the stream, the lads co n­ 
tinued their explo rati ns in the sand bar 
and so o n disco vered the chest and arms, 
fro m which the flesh had also been eaten 
by fish. This part o f the bo dy had been 
separated fro m the lo wer extremities 
just abo ve the hips, and the latter were 
ro und a sho rt distance a wav, also partly 
buried in the » and and with the mo st o f 
the flesh go ne. 
Aro und each o f the separate parts a 
number o f stakes had been driven deep 
into the sand, and wires were stretched 
acro ss so as to keep it fro m rising in the 
water. 
The indicatio ns were that, after 
depo siting the particles o f the bo dy in 
the water a co vering o f sand was put 
upo n them, and then the stakes were 
driven into the bed o f the creek and the 
wires stretched acro ss. 
There have been several mysterio us 
disappearances fro m this city within the 
past six mo nths, but no ne o f them ap­ 
pear to co rrespo nd to the remains fo und 
in the creek as clo sely as Cline’s. A 
tho ro ugh investigatio n will be set o n 
fo o t by the po lice and the co ro ner. 


No t Cline*. 
I n d ian ap o l is , May 1 3 .—The suppo sed 
Eagle creek murder mystery to o k a 
strange turn yesterday when the rela­ 
tives and friends o f the missing real 
estate dealer, Abram Clines, called at 
Girto n's mo rgue and po sitively identi­ 
fied the remains as his, and Dr. Mc­ 
Curdy, a physician o f the suburb o f 
Haughville, appeared and declared that 
the bo dy was that o f a pauper who had 
died so me weeks ago at the co unty 
asylum, and had been placed upo n the 
directing table at &e Central Co llege 
o f Physicians and Sií?£ eó h$. 
so n o f Clines identified the bo dy by 
the peculiar shape o f the teeth, and later 
in the day, when a shirt and po cket 
handkerchief were fo und near the § £ eas 
o f the disco very o f the bo dy, and Were 
also identified as the pro perty o f Clines, 
o pinio n tended stro ngly m favo r o f the 
theo ry that Clines was murdered, and 
that an attempt was being made to co ver 
up the crime. 
McCurdy to ld his sto ry witho ut hesi­ 
tatio n, and appeared perfectly ho nest in 
do ing so . He said that the co rpse was 
bro ught to the co llege so me time in 
March, and two weeks ago he to o k the 
dissected parts to his residence. Wish­ 
ing to secure a skeleto n, and have the 
bo nes as white as po ssible, he to o k the 
parts in a sack to the creek, and ancho red 
them do wn with stakes and wires. 
No twithstanding this statement,yo ung 
Clines is po sitive that the partial skele­ 
to n was o nce his father, and po ints to 
finding o f the shirt and handkerchief as 
additio nal evidence o f the fact. 
Eighteen different perso ns, who had 
kno wn Clines well in life, called during 
the day, and were equally po sitive in 
their identificatio n. 
Tho ugh the flesh had been eaten away 
fro m the face, a pho to graph was pro ­ 
duced and co mpared with it, and the 
no se and mo uth presented a striking re­ 
semblance. 
It is certain that the bo dy 
had been in the pickling vat, but who se 
bo dy it was is a questio n abo ut which 
there is a great diversity o f o pinio n. 
McCurdy has no t claimed the skeleto n, 
and the matter is to be further investi­ 
gated.

co rrespo ndent 
o f 
the 
Indianapo lis 
Jo urnal. who repo rted the pro ceedings o f o ur 
recent co ngressio nal co nventio n at New 
Castle, stated th at the reaso n “ burnt dis­ 
trict,” as applied to this co ngressio nal dis­ 
trict, was given because o f the burning o f a 
large num ber o f hats in a bo nfire at Center­ 
ville during the early abo litio n days. It did 
no t seem to us that such co uld be the o rigin, 
and we devo ted so me tim e to investigating 
the subject, and we are info rmed th at the 
Jo urnal’s statem ent is ineo rrect and has no 
fo undatio n in fact. Alo ng in 1843 m erchan­ 
dise came here fro m the east by canal to 
Pittsburg, and was bro ught do wn the river 
by bo at to Cincinnati, and distributed fro m 
there. 
Abo ut th at tim e a disastro us fire 
burned a large district o f Pittsburg, and m any 
go o ds destined fo r tne west were burned in 
the fire, and as a co nsequence m erchants 
here experienced great delay in receiving 
their go o ds. W hen they received wo rd th at 
their go o ds had no t been destro yed in the fire 
they wo uld put o ut signs sayiug ‘‘Go o ds no t 
Burned,” o r “Go o ds no t in the B urnt Dis­ 
trict.” Later o n a m ap was published sho w­ 
ing the burnt district in Pittsburg, the part 
o f the city destro yed, being in a black 
gro und. At th at tim e Caleb B. Smith was 
the candidate fo r Co ngress in this district, 
and this district was kno wn as the ho t bed 
o f abo litio nism and was therefo re the special 
o bject o f abuse by Demo cratic stum p speak­ 
ers and newspapers; and so ho t was this dis­ 
trict with abo litio nism, like th at part o f 
Pittsburg it was burnt with it, and the co lo r 
o t the negro designated the burnt district o n 
the po litical map. We are no t certain who 
it was th at first co ined the expressio n “ burnt 
district,” as applied to this district, but o ur 
best info rm atio n is th at it was Mr. Chapm an, 
who was then the edito r o f the Sentinel. The 
sto ry seems to be a plausible o ne, and we be­ 
lieve it to be a co rrect explanatio n as to ho w 
this came to be named the “ burnt district.” 
It ha been so called ever since that time, and 
Judge Kibbey and Ho n. Chas. H . Burchenal 
tell us th at such is their reco llectio n o f the 
o rigin o f the term “burnt district” as applied 
to this co ngressio nal district. In o ur inquiry 
we have heard o ther sto ries as to ho w the 
nam e o riginated, but as they are no t en­ 
do rsed by the circumstances o f histo rical 
facts, we do no t give them .

Lessons Drawn from the Tex t, Ps. x x iv , 
7 —All Is Possible to the Son of God. 
The Power of Pray er—On 3 Iount Oliv et. 


B r o o k ly n , May 13..—After reading 
appropriate passages of Scripture, and 
the usual pray ers and musical exer­ 
cises, Dr. Talmage preached the fol­ 
lowing sermon in the Academy of 
Music this morning, from the words. 
“Lift up y our heads, 0 y e gates; and 
be ye lifted up, y e everlasting doors; 
and the King of Glory shall come in.” 
Ps. xxiv, 7. 
In olden times when a great con­ 
queror returned from victorious war, 
the people in wild transport would 
take hold of the gates of the city and 
lift them from their hinges, as much 
as to say : “This city needs no more 
gates to defend it since this conqueror 
nas got home. 
Off from the hinges 
with the gates!” 
David, who was the 
poet of poets, foretells in his own way 
the triumphal entrance of Christ into 
heaven, after his victory over sin and 
death and hell. 
It was as if the celes­ 
tial inhabitants had said: “Here he 
comes! 
Make way for him! 
Push 
back the bolts of diam ond! Take hold 
of the doors of pearl and hoist them 
from their hinges of gold! 
Lift up 
y our heads, O y e gates; and be ye 
lifted up, y e everlasting doors; and 
the King of Glory shall come in.” 
MOUNT OLIVET. 
Among the mountains of Palestine 
no one is more uplifting than Mount 
Olivet. 
It was the peroration of our 
Lord’s ministry . 
On the roof of a 
V 
house in Jerusalem I asked, “W hich 
is Olivet?” and the first glance trans­ 
fixed me. 
But how shall I describe 
my emotions, when, near the close of 
a journey , in which we had for two 
nights encamped amid the shattered 
nasonry of old Jericho, and tasted of 
he acrid waters of the Dead Sea, that 
ry stal sarcophagus of the buried cities 
of the plain, and waded down into the 
deep and swift Jordon to baptize a 
man, and visited the ruins of the 
house of Mary and Martha and Laza­ 
rus, we found ourselves in stirrups 
and on horse, lathered with the long 
and difficult way . ascending Mount 
Olivet. 
Oh, that solemn and sugges­ 
tive ridge! 
It is a limestone hill, a 
mile in length, and three hundred feet 
high, and twenty -seven hundred feet 
above the level of the sea. 
Over it King David fled with a 
broken heart. Over it Pompey led his 
devastating hosts. 
Here the famous 
Tenth Legion built their batteries in 
besiegement. 
The Garden of Gethse- 
mane weeps at the foot of it. 
Along 
the base of the hill flashed the lanterns 
and torches of those who came to ar­ 
rest Jesus. 
From the trees on this hill 
the boughs were torn off and thrown 
into the path of Christ’s triumphal 
procession. 
Up and down that road 
Jesus had walked twice a day from 
Bethany to Jerusalem, and from Jeru­ 
salem to Bethany . 
There, again and 
again, he had taught his disciples. 
Half way up this m ount he uttered his 
lamentation, 
“O Jerusalem, Jerusa­ 
lem!” 
From its heights Jesus took 
flight homeward when he had finished 
his earthly mission. 
There is nothing 
more for him to do. 
A sacrifice was 
needed to make peace between the rec­ 
reant earth and the outraged heaven, 
and he had offered it. 
Death needed 
to be conquered, and he had put his 
resurrection foot upon it. 
The thirty - 
three y ears of voluntary exile had 
ended. The grandest, tenderest m ight­ 
iest Good-by ever heard was now to 
be uttered. 
NOTHING IMPOSSIBLE. 
On Mount Olivet Jesus stands in a 
group of Galilee fishermen. 
They had 
been together in m any scenes of sad­ 
ness and persecution and had been the 
more endeared by that brotherhood of 
suffering. 
They had expected him to 
stay until the day of coronation when 
he would take the earthly throne and 
wave a scepter mightier, and rule a 
dominion wider, than any Pharaoh, 
than any David, than any Caesar. But 
now all these anticipations collapse. 
Christ has given his last advice. 
He 
has offered his last sy mpathy . 
He has 
spoken his last word. 
His hands are 
spread apart as one is apt to do when 
he pronounces a benediction, when 
suddenly the strongest and most stu­ 
pendous law of all worlds is shattered. 
It is the law which, since the worlds 
were created, holds them together. It 
is the law which holds every thing to 
the earth, or, temporarily hurled from 
earth, returns it; the law which keeps 
the planets whirling around our sun, 
and our solar sy stem whirling around 
other sy stems, and all the sy stems 
w hirling around the throne of God— 
the law of gravitation. 
That law is 
suspended, or relaxed, or broken, to 
let the body of Jesus go. 
That law 
had laid hold of him thirty -three y ears 
before, when he descended. It had re­ 
laxed its grip of him but once, and 
that when it declined to sink him 
from the top of the waves on Lake 
Galilee, on which he walked, to the 
bottom of the lake. That law of gravi­ 
tation must now give way to him who 
n*ade the law. 
It may hold the other 
stars, but it cannot longer hold the 
Morning Star of the Redemption. 
It 
may hold the noonday sun, but it can­ 
not hold the Sun of Righteousness. 
The fingers of the law are about to 
open to let go the most illustrious Be­ 
ing the world had ever seen, and 
whom it had worst maltreated. 
The 
strongest law of nature which philoso­ 
phers ever weighed or measured must 


at last give way . 
It will break be­ 
tween the rock of Olivet and the heel 
of C hrists foot 
W atch it, all y e dis­ 
ciples! W atch it, all the earth! W atch 
it, all the heavens! Christ about to 
leave the planet 
How? His friends 
will not consent to have him go. His 
enemies catching him would only 
attempt by another Calvary , to put 
him into some other tomb. 
I will 
tell vou how. 
The chain of the most 
w 
tremendous natural law is unlinked. 
The sacred foot of our Lord and the 
limestone rock part, and part forever. 
CHRIST'S ASCENSION TO HEAVEN. 
Leaning back, and with pallid cheek 
and uplifted eyes, the disciples see 
their Lord rising from the solid earth. 
Then, rushing forward, they would 
grasp his feet to hold him fast, but 
thev are out of reach, and it is too late 
to detain him. 
Higher than the tops 
of the fig trees from which they had 
plucked the fruit. 
Higher than the 
olive trees that shaded the mount. 
Higher, until he is within sight of the 
Bethlehem where he was born, and 
the Jordan where he was baptized, 
and the Golgotha where he was-slain. 
Higher, until on stairs of fleecy cloud 
he steps. 
Higher, until, into a sky 
bluer than the lake that could not sink 
him, he disappears into a sea of glory 
whose billowing splendors hide him. 
The fishermen watch and watch, 
wondering if the law of nature will not 
reassert itself, and he shall in a few 
moments come back again, and they 
shall see him descending; first his 
scarred feet coming in sight, then the 
scarred side, then the scarred brow, 
and they may take again his scarred 
hand. 
But the moments pass by , and 
the hours, and no reappearance. Gone 
out of sight of earth, but come within 
sight of heaven. 
And rising still, not 
welcomed by one angelic choir like 
those whoone Christmas night escorted 
him down, but all heaven turns out to 
greet him home, and the temples have 
especial anthem, and the palaces es­ 
pecial banquet, and the streets especial 
throngs; and all along the line to the 
foot of the throne, for y ears vacated 
but now again to be taken, there are 
arches lifted, and banners waved, and 
trumpets 
sounded, and doxologies 
chanted, and coronets cast down. 
The angels throng'd his chariot wheels, 
And bore him to his throne; 
Then swept their golden harps and sung 
“The glorious work is done.” 
It was the greatest day in heaven! 
As he goes up the steps of the throne 
that thirty -three y ears before he abdi­ 
cated for our advantage, there rises 
from all the hosts of heaven a shout, 
saintly , cherubic, seraphic, archangel- 
ic, “Hallelujah! Amen!” 
O garden of olives, thou dear honored spot, 
The fame of thy glory shall ne'er be forgot. 
HE CAN LIFT US. 
No wonder that for at least fourteen 
hundred y ears the churches have, 
forty day s after Easter, kept Ascen­ 
sion day ; for the lessons are most in­ 
spiring and glorious. 
It takes much 
of the uncertainty out of the idea of 
heaven, when from Olivet we see hu­ 
man 
nature ascending. 
The same 
body that rose from Joseph’s tomb 
ascended from Mount Olivet. 
Our 
human nature is in heaven today . 
Just as they had seen Christ for forty 
day s, he ascended, head, face, shoul­ 
ders, hands, feet and the entire hu­ 
man organism. 
Humanity ascended! 
Ah, how closely that keeps Christ in 
sy mpathy with those who are still in 
the struggle! 
Ascended scars, face 
scars, head scars, feet scars, shoulder 
scars! 
That will keep him in accord with 
all the suffering, with all the weary , 
with all the imposed upon. 
No more 
is he a spirit now than a body, no 
more of heaven than earth. 
Those of 
the celestial inhabitants who never 
saw our world, now walk around him 
and learn from his phy sical contour 
something of what our race will be 
when, in the resurrection, heaven will 
have uncounted bodies as well as un­ 
counted spirits. 
On Ascension day he 
lifted himself through the atmosphere 
of Palestine until, amid the immensi­ 
ties, he disappeared. He was the only 
being the world ever saw who could 
lift himself. 
Surely if he could lift 
himself he can do the lesser deed of 
lifting us. 
No star goes down but climbs another sky, 
No sun sets here except to rise on high. 
Christ leads us all the way ; through 
the birth hour, for he was born in 
Bethlehem; through boy hood, for he 
passed it in Nazareth; through injus­ 
tices, for he endured the outrages of 
Pilate's court room; through death, 
for he suffered it on Calvary ; through 
the sepulcher, for he lay three day s 
within its darkened walls; through 
resurrection, for the solid masonry 
gave way on the first Easter m orning; 
through ascension, for Mount Olivet 
watched him as he climbed the skies; 
through the shining gates, for he en 
tered them amid magnificent acclaim. 
And here is a gratify ing situation that 
y ou never thought of: W e will see 
our Lord just as he looked on earth. 
As he rose from the tomb he ascended 
from Mount O livet W e shall see h im 
as he looked on the road to Emm a us, 
as he appeared in the upper room in 
Jerusalem, as he was that day of vale­ 
dictory on the ridge from which he 
swung into the skies. 
How much we 
will want to see h im ! 
WE SHOULD LOOK TOR CHRIST. 
I was reading of a man born blind. 
He was married to one who took care 
of him all those y ears of darkness. 
A 
surgeon said to him, “I can remove 
that blindness,” and so he did. 
His 
sight given him, a rose was handed to 
the man who never before had seen a 
rose and he was in admiration of it, 
and his family whom he had never 
seen before now appeared to him, and 
he was in tears of rapture, when hp j 


suddenly cried out: “I ought first to 
have asked to see the one who cured 
me; show me the doctor.” 
W hen 
from our ey es the scales of earth shall 
fall, and we have our first jfision of 
heaven, our first cry ought not to be, 
“W here are my loved ones?” Our 
first cry ought to be, 
“W here is 
Christ, who made all this possible? 
Show me the doctor!” 
Glory be to 
God for ascended hum anity ! 
Could we realize it, and that it is all 
in sy mpathy for us, we would have as 
cool a courage in the conflict of this 
life as had Charles the Twelfth when 
he was dictating dispatches to his sec­ 
retary , and a bombshell fell into the 
room, and the secretary dropped his 
pen and attempted flight. 
Charles 
said to him: “G oon with y our w rit­ 
ing! what has the bombshell to do 
with the letter I am dictating?'’ If the 
ascended Christ be on our side, noth­ 
ing should disturb us. 
Our fellow sufferer y et retains 
A fellow feeling in our pains, 
And still remembers, in the skies, 
His tears, his agonies and cries. 
OMNISCIENT POWER. 
I am so glad that Christ broke the 
natural law of gravitation when he 
shook off from his feet the clutch of 
Mount Olivet. 
People talk as though 
cold, iron, unsy mpathetic, natural law 
controlled every thing. 
The reign of 
law is a majestic thing, but the God 
who made it has a right to break it, 
and again and again has broken it, and 
again and again will break it. 
A law 
is only God’s way of doing things, and 
if he chooses to do them some other 
way he has a right to do so. 
A law is 
not strong enough to shackle the Al­ 
mighty . 
Christ broke botanical law when, 
one Monday morning in March, on 
the way from Bethany to Jerusalem, 
by a few words he turned a full leaved 
fig tree into a lifeless stick. 
He broke 
ichthy ological law when, without any 
natural inducement, he swung a great 
school of fish into a part of Lake Tibe­ 
rias, where the fishermen had cast their 
nets for eight or ten hours without the 
capture of a minnow; and by making 
a fish help pay the tax by y ielding 
from its mouth a Roman stater. Christ 
broke the law of storms by compelling, 
with a word, the angered sea to hush 
its frenzy , and the winds to quit their 
bellowing. 
He broke zoological law 
when he made the devils possess the 
swine of Gadara. 
He broke the law of 
economics when he made enough bread 
for five thousand people out of five 
biscuits that would not ordinarily have 
been enough for ten of the hungry . 
He broke intellectual law when, by a 
word, he silenced a maniac into placid- 
ity . 
He broke phy siological law when, 
by a touch, he straightened a woman 
who, for eighteen y ears, had been bent 
almost double, and when he put 
spring into the foot of inhuinated Laz­ 
arus, and when, without medicine, he 
gave the dy ing girl back in health to 
the Sy ro-Phoenician mother, and wljen 
he made the palatial home of the no­ 
bleman resound again with the laugh­ 
ter of his restored boy, and when, 
without knife or battery , he set cata- 
racted 
ey es to seeing again, and 
the 
drum 
of 
deaf 
ears to vi­ 
brating 
again, 
and 
the 
nerves 
of paraly zed arms to thrilling again, 
and 
then 
when 
in 
leaving 
the 
earth he defied all atmospheric law 
and phy siological law, and that law 
which has in it withes and cables and 
girders enough to hold the universe— 
the law of gravitation. 
THE EFFICACY OF PRAYER. 
The Christ who proved himself on 
so many occasions, and especially the 
last, superior to law, still lives; and 
every day , in answer to pray er for the 
good of the world, he is overriding the 
law. 
Blessed be God that we are not 
the subjects of blind fatality , but of a 
sy mpathizing divinity . 
Have y ou 
never seen a ty phoid fever break, or a 
storm suddenly quiet,or a ship a-beam’s 
end right itself, or a fog lift, or a 
parched sky break in showers, or a 
perplexity disentangled, or the incon­ 
solable take solace, or the way ward 
reform at the call of pray er? 
I have 
seen it; multitudes have seen it. 
You 
have, if y ou have been willing to see 
it 
Deride not the faith cure. 
Be­ 
cause impostors attempt it, is noth­ 
ing against good men whom God hath 
honored with marvelous restorations. 
Pronounce 
nothing 
impossible 
to 
pray er and trust. 
Because y ou and I 
cannot effect it is no reason why others 
may not. 
By the same argum ent I could prove 
that Raphael never painted a Madonna, 
and that Mendelssohn never wrote an 
oratorio, and that Phidias never chis­ 
eled a statue. 
Because we cannot 
accomplish it ourselves, we are not to 
conclude that others may no t 
There 
are in immensity great ranges of mists 
which have proved, under closer tele­ 
scopic scrutiny , to be the storehouse 
of worlds, and I do not know but from 
that passage in James, which, to some 
of us is y et misty and dim, there may 
roll out a new heaven and a new 
earth, 4 *The pray er of faith shall save 
the sick. ” The faith curists may , in 
this war against disease, be only skir­ 
mishing before a general engagement, 
in which all the maladies of earth 
shall be routed. 
Surely , allopathy 
and homoeopathy and hy dropathy and 
eclecticism need reinforcement from 
somewhere. 
W hy not from the faith 
and pray er of the consecrated? 
The mightiest school of medicine 
may y et be the school of Christ. 
I do 
not know but that disease, now by all 
schools pronounced incurable, may 
give way under gospel bombardment. 
I do not know but that the day may 
come when faith and pray er shall raise 
the dead. 
Strauss and Woolston and 
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Spinoza and Hume and Schleiermacher 
rejected the miracles of our past. 
I do 
not propose to be like them, and reject 
the miracles of the far future. 
This I 
know, the Christ of Ascension day is 
mightier than any natural laws, for 
on the day of which I speak he 
trampled down the strongest of them 
all. 
Law is mighty , but he who made 
it is mightier. 
Drive out fatalism 
from y our theology and give grace 
the throne. 
CHRIST’S LAST BLESSING. 
Standing today on the ascension 
peak of Mount Olivet I am also glad­ 
dened at the closing gesture, the last 
gesture Christ ever made. 
44He lifted 
up his hands and blessed them ,” say s 
the inspired account of our Lord’s de­ 
parture. 
I am so glad he lifted up his 
hands. 
Gestures are often more sig­ 
nificant than words, attitudes than 
arguments. 
Christ had made a gest­ 
ure of contempt when with his finger 
he wrote on the ground ; gesture of 
repulsion when he said, “Get thee be­ 
hind me, S atan;” gesture of condem­ 
nation when he said, 44Woe unto y ou, 
Pharisees and hy pocrites.” 
But his 
last gesture, his Olivetic gesture, is a 
gesture of benediction. 
He lifted up 
his hands and blessed them. His arms 
are extended, and the palms of his 
hands turned downward, and so he 
dropped benediction upon Olivet, bene­ 
diction upon Palestine, benediction 
upon all the earth. 
The cruel world took him in at the 
start on a cradle of straw, and at last 
thrust him out with the point of the 
spear; but benediction! 
Ascending 
until beneath, he saw on one side the 
Bethlehem where they put him among 
the cattle, and Calvary on the other 
side, w'here they put him among the 
thieves. 
As far as the excited and in­ 
tensified vision of the group on Olivet 
could see him, and after he was so far 
up they could no longer hear his words, 
they saw the gesture of the outstretched 
hands, the benediction. 
And that is 
his attitude today . 
His benediction 
upon the world’s climates, and they 
are changing, and will keep on chang­ 
ing until the atmosphere shall be a 
commingling of October and June. 
Benediction upon the deserts till they 
whiten with lily , and blush with rose, 
and y ellow with cowslip, and emerald 
with grass. 
Benediction upon govern­ 
ments till they become more just and 
humane. Benediction upon nations till 
they kneel in pray er. Benediction upon 
the whole earth until every mountain 
is an Olivet of consecration, and every 
lake a Galilee on whose mosaic of 
cry stal, and opal, and sapphire divine 
s pen dors shall walk. 
Oh, take the 
benediction of his pardon, sinners 
y oung, and sinners old, sinners mod­ 
erate, and sinners abandoned. 
Take 
the benediction of his comfort, all y e 
broken hearted under bereavement, 
and privation, 
and 
m y riad woes. 
Take his benediction, all y e sick beds, 
whether under acute spasms of pain, 
or in long protracted invalidism. For 
orphanage, 
and 
childlessness, and 
widowhood a benediction. For cradles 
and trundle beds and rocking chairs 
of octogenarians, a benediction. 
For 
life and for death, for time and for 
eternity , for earth and for heaven, a 
benediction. 
Sublimest gesture ever 
made, the last gesture of our ascend­ 
ing Lord. 
“ And he lifted up his 
hands and blessed them. ” 
GOD GIVE US GRACE! 
Is our attitude the same ? Is it the 
clinched fist or the open palm £ Js it 


wrath or is it kindness? 
Is it diabol­ 
ism or Christism ? God give us the 
grace of the open palm, open upward 
to get the benediction, open downward 
to pronounce a benediction. 
A lady 
was passing along a street and sudden­ 
ly ran against a ragged boy, and she 
said: “ I beg y our pardon, my boy , I 
did not mean to run against y ou; I am 
very sorry .” 
And the boy took off 
bis piece of a cap he had upon his 
head and said: 44You have my pard- 
ing, lady , and y ou may run agin me 
and knock me clear down; I won't 
care.” 
And turning to a comrade he 
said: 4‘That nearly took me off my 
feet. 
Nobody ever asked my parding 
before.” 
Kindness! 
Kindness! 
F ill 
the world with it. 
There has alwavs 
been too much of disregard of others. 
Illustrated in 1630. in England, when 
ninety -five thousand acres of marshes 
were drained for health and for crop 
raising, and the sportsmen destroy ed 
the 
drainage 
works 
because they 
wanted to keep the marshes for hunt­ 
ing ground, where they could shoot 
wild ducks. 
The same selfishness in all ages. 
Oh, for the kindness that would make 
our life a sy mphony suggestive of one 
of the ancient banquets where every ­ 
thing was set to music; the plates 
brought in and removed to the sound 
of music, the motions of the carvers 
keeping time with the music, the con­ 
versation lifting and dropping with 
the rising and falling of the music. 
But, instead of the music of an earth­ 
ly orchestra, it would be the music of 
a heavenly charrn, our words the 
music of kind thoughts, our steps the 
music of helpful deeds, our smile the 
music of encouraging looks, our y outh 
and old age the first and last bars of 
music conducted by the pierced hand 
that was opened in love and spread 
downward in benediction on Olivetic 
heights on Ascension day . 
By a new way cone ever trod, 
Christ mounted to the throne of God. 
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
